The inventions that are set forth in claims 1, 2, 4, 
13 and 14 do not involve an inventive step in the light of 
document 1 and document 2, cited in the international 
search report. Document 1 (page 4, column 6, lines 7-10 
and page 4, column 6, lines 33-40) discloses a mounting 
structure wherein two locking pieces for mounting the 
optical members are provided to the casing and two 
positioning holes that interlock with said locking pieces 
are provided to the optical members at positions offset by 
180°, and document 2 (page 3, column 4, lines 15-42) 
discloses a mounting structure for stretching and mounting 
the optical sheets by means of locking pieces and holes 
that are provided at four points. It would be easy for a 
person skilled in the art to use the mounting structure 
for stretching and mounting from the invention that is 
disclosed in document 2 in the method for mounting optical 
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members that is disclosed in document 1, and configure so 
that the optical members are stretched in the upwards and 
downwards direction so as not to come into contact with 
each other in the horizontal direction even if the 
lighting device is rotated by 180°. 

The invention that is set forth in claim 3 does not 
involve an inventive step in the light of document 1 and 
document 2, cited in the international search report. 
Document 1 discloses a mounting structure for mounting in 
a state where there is play between the members. A state 
where there is play between the members indicates a 
mounting structure that comprises a clearance gap. 

The invention that is set forth in claim 10 does not 
involve an inventive step in the light of document 1, 
document 2 and document 3 (page 3, column 4, lines 27-34), 
cited in the international search report . It would be easy 
for a person skilled in the art to apply the anti- static 
agent that is disclosed in document 3 to the backlight 
that is disclosed in document 1. 

The invention that is set forth in claim 11 does not 
involve an inventive step in the light of document 1, 
document 2, and document 4 (page 5, column 7, lines 32-44 
and fig. 2), cited in the international search report. It 
would be easy for a person skilled in the art to apply the 
notch that is disclosed in document 4 to the backlight 
that is disclosed in document 1. 

The inventions that are set forth in claims 5-9, 12 
and 15 are not disclosed in any of the documents that are 
cited in the international search report, and are not 
obvious to a person skilled in the art .
